Selective Service Official 
Warns That Evaders 
Are Subject to Impris- 
onment, Fines. 


More than 5000 young men in 
St. Louis have failed to comply 
with provisions of the Selective 
Service Act, Lt. Col. Fred C. 
Richmond, administrative officer 
of St. Louis Selective Service 
Boards, estimated today in issuing 
a warning that “draft dodgers” 
are subject to imprisonment and 
a heavy fine. 

Col. Richmond said he was call- 
ing attention to the heavy pen- 
alty, a maximum of five years in 
prison and $10,000 fine on con- 
viction of evading Selective Serv- 
ice, “because an unusually large 
number of young men have gotten 
into trouble recently through fail- 
ure to comply with provisions of 
the Military Service Act of 1948.” 

Violators include not only 
youths who fail to register in an 
effort to avoid military service, 
but men returning from service 
who did not register before en- 
listing. Individuals in this group 
must register within 30 days aftef 
the transition from active to re- 
serve status, Col. Richmond ex- 
plained. These rules apply until 
the registrant has reached his 
thirty-fifth birthday. 

“The obligation to register for 
training is a continuing one, and 
must be fulfilled by every male 
in the United States who was 
born after Aug. 30, 1922, with 
the exception of men actually on 
active duty and certain aliens,” 
Col. Richmond said. Registration 
must be made within five days 
after the individual reaches the 
age of 18 years, and draft boards 


of address, school, occupational 
or marital status. ' 

Common violations of the Se- 
lective Service Act, Col. Rich- 
mond reported, are: Failure to 
register at the proper time, giv- 
ing false information as to age, 
failing to report for physical ex- 


famination when ordered and 


failure to promptly notify a draft 
board of change of address.

T HE bi-partisan public advisory board for the Mutual Security 


In a 119-page report, which was 
submitted to President Eisen- 
hower gn Tuesday, the 13-member 
commision, headed by Daniel * 
Bell, former under secretary of 
the Treasury and now president 
of a large Washington bank, said 
there was urgent need” for 
downward revision of present tar- 
iff rates and drastic simplification 
of customs regulations and prac- 
tices, which are in some insfances 
more effective than tariffs in 
keeping goods from this country. 


Commenting on the red tape in- 
volved in customs procedures, the 
report observed: “Many goods 
take longer to pass through cus- 
toms than it took Columbus to 
discover America.” 

Exports Falling. 

The board found that exports 

are falling and warned that agri- 


culture is likely to be seriously 
affected, 


“Immediate action in formulat- 
ing and carrying out a better 
United States trade policy is in 
the national interest and is vital 
to the strength and unity of the 
free world,” the board concluded. 

“Unless this country is pre- 

pared to moderate its restric- 
tions on imports, the rest of the 
free world will regard it as fu- 
tile te take the measures they 
should to establish better bal- 
ance in their payments and in 
their national economies.

The board said that prompt 
enactment of its recommendation 


would enable foreign nations a 


expand their sales to this coun- 
try by $700,000,000 to one billion 
dollars annually within three to 
five years. 

It recognized that an increase 
in manufacturing imports might 
“displace the output of 60,000 to 
90,000 workers” or less than one 
out of 1000 workers, well under 
normal displacement from a 
variety of other factors. The re- 
port added that the actual dis- 
placement might well be less 
than half this figure because 
many industries would convert to 
other products. 

For the displaced workers, 

the board recommended addi- 

tional unemployment compen- 
sation and retraining courses. 
For effected industries it rec- 
ommended loans for adjustment 
purposes. 

The board * it did not be- 
lieve that completely free trade 
was feasible in the immediate 
future. 

“A widespread but moderate 
reduction in tariff rates could 
have a substantial effect,” it said, 
“in encouraging imports. At the 
same time, its moderation would 
avoid extreme needs for adjust- 
ment in domestic industries.” 

Pointing out that from 1946 to 
1952, the trade deficit of the rest 
of the world with the United 
States was about 34 billion dol- 
lars, of which four billion dollars 
was met by the use of gold and 
dollar reserves, the report said 
the $700,000,000 to one-billion- 
dollar increase in imports would 
not entirely close the dollar gap 
in the foreseeable future.

The Callanan faction, still lusting for 
power and jobs, is attempting to influence the 
Democratic nomination and, through it, the next 
city government. : 

Whether he is happy about it or not, Mark 
D. Eagleton is getting the active support of this 
machine element. The professional politicians 
have exercised enough authority to bring about 
the retirement of all candidates against him ex- 
cept Raymond R. Tucker, the one man the spoils- 
men do not want in City Hall.

As we have already said, this looks like an ob- 
vious attempt to keep Republicans from voting 
for Mr. Tucker in the Democratic primary. It 
raises a question whether Mr. Haley is a bona 
fide candidate, whether he really believes he 
has a chance to win. 


Republican party leaders got together a long 
time ago and decided that their party's best 
chance to return to City Hall lay in the agree 
ment of all factions to support one candidate, 
and they decided that their candidate should be 
Mr. Stifel. Prior to this decision such potentially 
strong candidates as former Congressman Claude 
I. Bakewell thought about making a bid for 
the nomination. But no one spoke of Mr. Haley 
as a candidate. 

Vincent McMahon, the Tucker campaign man- 
ager, charges that Mr. Haley was appointed to 
the Election Board by former Gov. Smith “with 
the approval of Senator Edward J. (Jellyroll) 
Hogan and on the recommendation of Tom Cal- 
lanan.”

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The President to the Russian People 


President Eisenhower, so we believe, spoke 
the sentiments of American citizens generally in 
his feelingful expression of sympathy for the 
Russian people at this time of serious illness of 
their ruler—Marshal Stalin. For inevitably there 
are millions of peace-loving men and women in 
the Soviet Union. Many of those who saw a vast 
area of their land twice scorched by the war 
which Hitler brought to their soil must long for 
nothing so much as permanent peace. They are 
now misguided and misled and Americans can 
only hope that the Ulness of their leader and- 
the eventual change will somehow work toward 
the kind of world that all mankind dreamed of 
at the end of World War II. 
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Gen. Van Fleet’s Testimony 

By the time Gen. Van Fleet reached Washing- 
ten, many Americans had the impression that 
he was carrying home from Korea a ready-made 
answer to the perplexities of the situation there. 
Now that he has received the military honors 
which he so conspicuously deserves as a soldier, 
and has appeared before the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, it appears that his anxiously 
awaited message is somewhat mixed. 

For the public, he repeats the point of view 
with which he has become identified—that “there 
is no substitute for victory” and that a military 
victory is possible without “necessarily” enlarg- 
ing the war. This will satisfy those Congressmen 
and others who have been contending that the 
only obstacles to a military decision were stu- 
pidity, softness or worse in Washington. 

The same Congressmen, however, will not be 
so well pleased with other aspects of the gen- 
eral's testimony. His proposal to lengthen the 
draft term to 30 or 36 months is sharply in con- 
flict with their own campaign speeches holding 
out the hope of smaller, not larger, military ob- 
ligations. So, too, the idea of a quick and simple 
transfer of the burden from American to South 
Korean shoulders is not encouraged by Gen. Van 
Fleet's statement that a full replacement pro- 
gram cannot take place “at this time,” and that 
in any case he would recommend no withdrawal 
of American units until Korea is “solved.” 

In fairness it should be added that the gen- 
eral’s own attitude on this subject now appears 
rather different from what it seemed to be dur- 
ing the campaign, when his comments were 
widely used to convey the impression that train- 
ing of Koreans to replace Americans would be a 
speedy process. 

After telling the Congressmen in open hearing 
that a military victory can be won without en- 
larging the war, Gen, Van Fleet reserved for a 
secret hearing his reasons for holding this opin- 
ion, which evidently differs sharply from that 
held by Gen. Bradley. The Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff has given his own reasons 
in public many times. How valid Gen. Van 
Fleet’s views may be the public has no way of 
judging—especially when Congressman Dewey 
Short comes out of the secret hearing to say 
that the general “doesn’t have the answer” to 
ending the Korean stalemate.

Mrs. Jen- 
nie Walsh and Bugene Walsh were especially 
outspoken against the measure, attacking it time 
and again with the kind of empty argument 
that disclosed their meager knowledge of what 
the bill was intended to accomplish.

In the first half of his decision, Mr. Dulles 
was undoubtedly following the facts as he found 
them to exist. Had it been possible for him to 
say fairly that a reasonable doubt as to loyaily

been issued. For in this finding, Mr. Dulles over- 
ruled the Loyalty Review Board which last year 
divided 3-to-2 in asserting that Mr. Vincent's 
loyalty was in “reasonable doubt.” 

The second half of the Dulles decision appears 
to be an effort to mollify the critics of Mr. Vin- 
cent, notably Senator McCarthy. Eighteen 
mouths ago the Wisconsin accuser said that 
charges against Mr. Vincent contained “direct 
testimony that he was a member of the Commu- 
nist party.” This stands not only unproved but 
officially rejected and Mr. Vincent will go on the 
retired list with annual pay of about $9000. 

Will these facts about the Vincent case ever 
catch up with all that has been said about it? 
Probably not. Due largely to the near hysterical 
times in which we live, made to order for reck- 
less accusers, John Carter Vincent is retired at 
the early age of 52. The State Department loses 
a career diplomat and Mr. Vincent, though 
cleared and on generous retirement pay, sees 
his professional reputation beclouded. 

No wonder the new Secretary of State is find- 
ing it difficult to obtain personnel for his vital 
department!

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A Compact and a Duty 

The Federal Government’s responsibilities for 
going ahead with the development on the St. 
Louis riverfront have been squarely put up to it 
by the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial 
Association. Members of the association have 
voted unanimously to hold the Government to 
its agreement. 

One of the Government's responsibilities in 
this matter is that of compact. Nine million 
dollars have been spent to acquire and clear 
the 62-acre tract, and individuals have spent 
$250,000 of private funds for a development plan. 
These large commitments were made on the clear 
understanding from Congress that it would 
match the city’s $7,500,000 bond issue at a 3-to-1 
ratio. 

Another of the Government's responsibilities 
involves a duty to history. The Louisiana Pur- 
chase was an epic event in the life of the nation, 
which deserves a fitting commemoration. Cer- 
tafhly Representative Bolton of Ohio, who has 
proposed reneging on the Government’s share of 
the project, would not insist that the occasion is 
undeserving of a memorial. 

Nor, conceivably, would any other member of 
Congress. Memorials cost money, and if they 
are worthy memorials, if the events they com- 
memorate are worth remembering and pointing 
out to successive generations of young Ameri- 
cans, they are worth a lot more than they cost. 

This year would be a particularly fitting one 
for Congress to remove all doubt that a worthy 
memorial to an historic event of the first mag- 
nitude is going to be built on the banks of the 


‘Mississippi. For 1953 is the 150th anniversary of 


the Louisiana Purchase. It was a bold stroke, 
and a stroke of destiny. Let us not remind our- 
selves of it now in timid terms. 
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Defeated by Only One Vote 


The most significant fact about the votes on 
the Hawailan and Alaskan statehood bills in the 
House Insular Affairs Committee was the close- 
ness by which the bill for Alaska was defeated. 

The .21-to-5 vote in favor of Hawaii reflected 
the strong support which the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration is giving the Pacific island terri- 
tory. But notwithstanding the brushoff the White 
House has given Alaska, a bill looking to the 
admission of Alaska, sponsored by Congressman 
Engle, California Democrat, was beaten by the 
hairline of 14 to 18. A change of one vote 
would have reported the bill out favorably. — 

This makes plain that the advocates of state- 
hood for Alaska should stay on the job. They 
may yet triumph over partisan politics in this 
session. 
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Recess in Mexico 

Mexico is putting the brakes on its big indus- 
trialization program. This was the chief interest 
of the Aleman Government, but the new ad- 
ministration of President Ruiz Cortines has de- 
cided on a recess, though not a halt. 

Mexico needed the factories which rose up in 
Monterrey, Torreon, Guadalajara and Mexico 
City. Especially the nation needed the dams and 
irrigation and highways pushed by Aleman. But 
the consequence of rapid building is rapid 
spending, and inflation can become a high price 
for ambition. 

Last year Mexican exports inoreased by 37 
per cent, but imports went up even more, for 
the country needed outside help to keep indus- 
trialization going. Tourist dollars helped bridge 
the trade gap. But prices have gone up, and 
that will make it increasingly difficult to expand 
the market at home or abroad. 

The home market has not kept pace with in- 
dustrial expansion for two reasons. One is high 
prices. The other is the old problem, which the 
Ruiz Cortines Government recognizes, 6f uneven 
distribution of income. The last census showed 
that 85 per cent of the people receive less than 
$35 a month. For these a rise in the price of 
corn is more important than the rise of a new 
factory. — ; 
Only a totalitarian state attempts to make in- 
dustrial expansion an end in itself while taking 
the cost out of the hides of its people. In Mexico, 
popular goverament wisely chose to let indus- 
trial benefits spread before adding to the cost.

Circumstances since the President's or- 
der to the Seventh Fleet to cease acting as 
a barrier to military action in the Formosa 
strait have divested it of much of the effect 
that was hoped for. 


The move in psychological warfare was 
intended to throw the Communist enemy 
into a wide field of anxious speculation. 

It was the first act to reverse the nega- 
tive policy of the previous Administration 
in dealing with world Bolshevism that 
made the non-Soviet 
world do all the 
guessing as to what 
and where the next 
maneuver in the cold 


But the events 
that followed the 
first news of the 
changed fleet order 
reduced its estimat- 
ed effects to a mini- 
mum. 

As a result the 
Moscow and Peipmg 
governments nO Ww 
know that our Unit- 
ed Nations allies in 
the Korean war will bitterly oppose re- 
sort to the normal military tactics required 
to break the stalemate and destroy the 
Communist combat potential massed in 
North Korea. 


The violent, nervous flap in the British 
Parliament (only less so in Paris) that was 
caused by the news of the fleet order fur- 
nished them conviction of what thereto- 
fore they had not been sure of. 


Makings of a Mishmash 


They also know that the extent of our 
positive Far East program so far is to 
build up military power among the South 
Koreans, the Vietnamese, and the Nation- 
alists on Formosa. They realize that this 
will require months, which may be more 
numerous than 12, particularly on Formosa 
with respect to creating a modern air 
force for Chiang Kai-shek that could attack 
communications on the Chinese mainland. 
And they can make good use of the time 
and the information. 


Finally, in consequence of forced denials 
of assumptions made by politicians here 
and abroad after the fleet order became 
publie pro , they have good reason to 
conclude that this was no more than a 
palpable move in the psychology of the 
cold war. 

Undoubtedly the rulers of Russia and 
Red China are doing more guessing about 
our pps s plans in the present and po- 
tential trouble-spots of the world tham they 
have been obliged to do for years. 


But their area of alarmed speculation 
that could have been wide has been nar- 
rowed by the uproar in London and Paris, 
the partisan debate here and the whispers 
of a unilateral American blockade of the 
China Coast that materialized in headlines. 

So what could have been a 10-strike in

inaugurating effective and positive psy- 
chological warfare on our part—the 
changed order to the fleet—has become 
something much less. 

The program will have to be given a 
new start. 

And, since one of the results of the po- 
litical mishmash has been to persuade 
Administration officials to let the news be 
published of our planned military build-up 
of the three Asian grotips, mere official 
announcement of these plans will not 
furnish it. 

The first mishap was the publication 
that, four days later, the President would 
tell Congress about the changed order to 
the Seventh Fleet. 

That robbed the move of the element of 
surprise, which “psywar” experts consider 
very important. 

Somie are now inclined to think that this 
leak served a good, though unplanned, pur- 
pose by starting the British-French flap 
ahead of the event and giving Secretary of 
State Dulles and Mutual Security Director 
Stassen a chance to trade some easy as- 
surances on our part—that the United 
States was not embarking on a kless 
course—for hard promises from Britain 
and the Continent. 

But probably those who so reason would 
not have arranged for the leak if it had 
been proposed. 


“The Joint Was Not Cased” 


Then the President's description of Mr. 
Truman’s original fleet order as meaning 
“in effect that the United States Navy was 
required to serve as a defensive arm of 
Communist China” made Democratic criti- 
cism certain when unity was of the es- 
sence. 


The next difficulty was that, after the 
fleet order and the time and place for its 
formal announcement were decided on, 
the President had no functioning psywar“ 
office to manage their use to the primary 
end (Mr. Truman’s Psychological Strategy 
Board is without a chairman). 


The able survey group, headed by Wil- 
liam H. Jackson of Princeton, N.J., has 
not been in existence long enough even to 
have drawn up blueprints of what this of- 
fice is to be when established. The excel- 
lent appointment by the President of C. 
D. Jackson of New York City to be his ad- 
viser oh “psywar” was not made until Feb. 
16, many days after the Seventh Fleet was 
directed to remove itself as a barrier. 


Hence the plan was not properly execut- 
ed, regardless of the leak, thus failing to 
meet a fundamental requirement in this 
sort of action.

Between Book.Ends 


The Rough and Ruthless West 


JUBAL TROOP, by Paul 1. Wellen. (Doubleday, 583 
pos. $3.95.) 


The author of “The Iron Mistress” and 
“The Chain” has written another «book 
which should find its way to the best seller 
list. Here is the story of the West from 
1885 to ,1915. From Montana to Mexico, 
from Nevada to Kansas this story ranges, 
as Jubal Troop goes from one adventure 
to another, seeking not only to make a liv- 
ing. but also to find the 1 he loves. 

n 1885, the West had burst its swad- 
dling clothes and was in lusty mid-growth, 
rough, tough and ruthless, but with open- 
hearted hospitality 
and a courtesy and 
gallantry of its own. 

Its people were ex- 
panding over the 
high prairies, build- 
ing the cities, carv- 
ing the states, forc- 
ing the land to give 
them a livelihood 
better than they had 
known in the South 
or East. As the years 
went by, the land 
was closed in and 
the rough edges of 
the country were 
being smoothed off, 
but there were still a spaciousness and a 
daring about the people that enabled them 
to gamble hugely on life. 

Wellman sticks to historical facts in tell- 
ing his story and although Jubal Troop 
may seem to experience everything that 
the West had to offer, the reader's sense 
of credulity is never strained. From ranch- 
ing through mining and into oil, Jubal 
Troop is representative of the people of 
those fabulous years. 

The author knows the mid-continent of 
the United States as few men do, and he 
can convey the spirit of the times. His 
book covers a huge field, with many char- 
acters and with many incidents, but the 
reader is never rushed from one adven- 
ture to the next until he has had time to 
savor one experience with its attendant 
characters. Here is an epic novel with 
masterly characterizations.

She’s Wordy on the W eather 


SIX WEEKS IN MARCH, by Constance Robertson. 

(Random House, 312 pot. $3.) 

The dust cover of this novel says: “An 
old man dying—expectant heirs torn by 
love, greed and jealousy as they wait in 
the stormbound farmhouse—these are the 
elements from which has been woven a 
strange and haunting romance of the past.” 

The list of ingredients is fair enough, 
but the conclusion is an overstatement. In 
spite of numerous descriptions of the peo- 
ple within the house, the weather outside 
is more nearly believable, the ghastly 
weather which provides the title for the 
book in the remark of the hired girl, who 
says that after four weeks in January and 
four in February it is a crowning in- 
jury to have six weeks in March. 

Mrs. Robertson has overloaded this trite 
story with too much description and ex- 
planation. The word pictures of the weath- 
er and scenery are too elaborate and de- 
termined, as those of the people storm- and 
tension-bound in the farmhouse are de- 
tailed and self-conscious. 

These unhappy Lambs, dying father, 
mad mother, sons and daughters and 
their spouses, in all novelistic, carefully 
calculated complementary flavors, seem 
contrived puppets. 

They are more carefully and artistically 
‘worked than in many novels, but still pup- 
pets, bloodless, breathless and without 
depth.

There 
also are evidences here and there, 
especially in Congress, of a ten- 
dency toward more independent 
action by this Government. It 
almost approaches a nostalgia to- 
ward old-fashioned nationalism. 
Such could have harmful results 
unless curbed. 

What is needed, rather than 
nationalism, is closer unio with 


our allies of Western Eur and 
the free world, on a bäsis that 
will permit a more tree and 


flexible operation of the econom- 
ic system within the free world 
community. This means trade to 
sustain that community and give 
it health and vitality. 


Asian Questions Too. 


There has been great emphasis 
here on Western Europe doing 
more for herself, and this is what 
Britain signifies, speaking on her 
behalf, when she says her aim is 
“trade not aid.” But that means, 
on our part, co-operation by a 
more reasonable tariff policy, as- 
sistance in convertibility of cur- 
rencies, and reform of our archaic 

toms procedures. 

e chat is required for easier 
access to our markets so that 
Britain and Western Europe can 
sell here. For only by selling can 
they get the financial wherewithal 
to support themselves and be- 
come more self-reliant. 

Along with more freedom of | 
trade, which is economic, there | 
are also delicate political ques- 
tions to be explored here which 
center considerably about a more 
ambitious Asian policy than Brit- 
ain and some of our other Allies 
seem ready to accept. There is a 
disturbing note of “going it alone 
in some quarters in Congress, 
though not yet such as to become 
threatening unless it is encour- 


aged. 
Another Era Recalled. 


There are certain seeds of en- 
couragement, and they are sym- 
bolized in some vague similarities 
in the background here today to 
those actions after the period of 
the first World War. They should 
serve as warnings of the evils that 
flowed from that era of rampant 


American nationalism and isola- 
tion. The comparison is rather 


in spirit, for in actuality we have 
come a very long way and are 
inured to the principle of inter- 
national co-operation. The signs, 
however, are not to be disre- 
arded if we are to continue con- 

dently along the path with our 
allies. 

There is, for instance, a cyni- 
cism about the United Nations, 
the successor to the League of 
Nations, which we refused to join. 
That is not so alarming, however, 
as the outright attacks on the 
U.N. in our country—a bitter, 
hysterical emotionalism in which 


even the phrases of the 
League of Nations battle crop 
up again. 


The “super state” of that day, 
which was held up as the tool 
of the British empire, now has 
become the tool of Communist 
Russia, or some such senseless 
phrase. That irresponsible, 
though seemingly effective here 
and there. But respdnsible, and 
therefore more dangerous, is a 
proposal in the Senate that would 
cripple the United Nations. 


Bricker’s New Isolationism. 


That is the constitutional 
amendment sponsored by Sen- 
ator John W. Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
with considerable support. This 
would block off certain areas of 
international co-operation by ban- 
ning treaties on certain issues 
or transfer of power to “any in- 
ternational organizations.” 

This is a trend toward a form 
of isolationism, more intangible 
than in the post-World War I pe- 
riod. A spirit of blind nationalism 
also has been whipped up by 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, with his in- 
vestigations of Communism, in 
that they have created a bigoted, 
intolerant attitude among some 
people that takes in foreigners in 
general. 
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That is reQected in letters that 
now come in from rabid McCar- 
thyites signed, “100 per cent 
American,” a phrase so familiar 
in the early 1920s after the first 
World. War. A spirit of intoler- 
ance finds scapegoats anywhere. 
McCarthyism had a counterpart 
in the “Red raids” and Ku Klux 
Klanism of that other era. 


Tariff Backing Rises. 


Of direct bearing on the Anglo- 
American meetings here is the 
apparent increasing antagonism 
toward further lowering of tariff 
barriers. This feeling is expressed 
in proposals for additional re- 
straints on our reciprocal trade 
program, which comes up soon in 
Congress for another three-year 
extension. 

That is reminiscent of the at- 
mosphere after the first World 
War, which nurtured a series of 
higher and h r tariffs that re- 
acted in higher tariffs against us 
and a stagnation of world trade 
that contributed to world-wide de- 
pression and eventually another 
world war. 

These are just signs, but well 
worth noting as we sit down to- 
gether with our most depéndable 
ally, Great Britain, to chart our 
course from here on. 


HARPSICHORD RECITAL 
GIVES CHANGE OF PACE 


Fernando Valenti Delights 
Enthusiastic Audience at 
Washington University. 


By CHARLES MENEES 

A delightful change of pace 
was inserted into the concert 
season last night by a harpsichord 
recital played by Fernando Va- 
lenti on the Washington Univer- 
sity Department of Music series. 
The recital attracted one of the 
largest audiences, and perhaps the 
most enthusiastic, this observer 
has ever witnessed at any of these 
recitals in Graham Chapel. More 
students than usual seemed to be 
on hand, and their presence en- 
livened audience reaction. 

Valenti, remembered from a 
previous appearance on the same 
series and known also from his 
phonograph recordings, made a 
hit with his playing and also 
with the witty commentary. that 
prefaced each selection. In his 
playing he showed real depth of 
feeling for both the music and the 
instrument. The spoken introduc- 
tions which added charm to the 
musical evening ineluded the lev- 
eling of criticism at Liszt for 
writing “‘gymnastics” for the piano 
and a funny story about Scar- 
latti. “I hope I will be able to 
play this for you next year,” he 
said of Claude Daquin’s “Deux 
Rigaudons” for which he sub- 
stituted Purcell’s Suite No. 1 for 
Harpsichord. 

The soloist violated nothing 
gravely in his playing of a pavan 
and gaillard by William Byrd, six 
variations by Leonard Sarason on 
an old sarabande “La Belle qui 
Tient ma Vie,” Rameau’s “Gavotte 
Variee,” one of the great works 
of the harpsichord literature, the 
prelude of Bach’s English Suite 
No. 2 and-three sonatas by Scar- 
latti. 

The Sarason composition, writ- 
ten in 1947, was offered as proof 
„that the harpsichord doesn't 
have to depend entirely on music 
that is several hundred years 
old.” Classical in most of its 
writing and entirely modern in 
its sounds, the work is well suit- 
ed for the instrument and Valenti 
played it with as much heart as 
he did the masterworks. 

Valenti gave his playing con- 
trasting power and subtlety and 
paid close attention to rhythmic 
continuity. There was life in 
even the more mechanical varia- 
tions. Valenti was always in com- 
mand of the instrument's tonal 
resources. Sometimes his play- 
ing had riotous color and rich- 
ness of , contrasting wi 
that music which called for for- 
mal elegance.

I. HAROLD FORBES, PUBLISHER, 
EX-VAUDEVILLE STAR, DIES 


WESTHAMPTON BEACH, 
N.Y., March 4 (AP)—T. Harold 
Forbes, once a song-and-dance 
man. who became the publisher 
of suburban newspapers worth 


millions of dollars, died yester- 
day at the age of 67. 

He played with Jimmy Powers 
in “The Princess of Kensington” 
and then joined George M. Co- 
han, playing in such successes as 
“George Washington Jr.” and 
“Little Johnny Jones.” After six 
years he left Cohan to team with 
Carrie Bowman, a dancer whom 
he married in 1911. The song and 
dance team of Forbes and Bow- 
man were vaudeville headliners 
across the continent. Bad health 
eventually forced him to leave 
the stage. 

In 1920 he bought the New 
Rochelle (N.Y.) Star from his 
brother, the late Robert L. 
Forbes. Three years later in as- 
sociation with a group of pub- 
lishers, Forbes bought the New 
Rochelle Evening Standard. He 
merged this with the Star as the 
Standard-Star. His next step was 
to team with Francis T. Hunter, 
America’s No. 2 ranking tennis 
player of the time, to build up 
a $3,000,000 chain of newspapers 
in Westchester county. In 1929 
the chain was sold to Westchester 
Newspapers, Inc. Forbes switched 
his newspaper efforts to Long 
Island in 1931 and established 
and bought several newspapers in 
that area.

Heresy Trials Recalled. 


But if you had asked these 
people after Hitler’s declaration 
of war whether they had pro- 
moted Nazi interests against the 
interests of their own country 
they would have indignantly said 
no. The recent brief from Latti- 
more’s counsel contains a state- 
ment from an opinion by Justice 
Robert H. Jackson: 

“. . . Attempts of the courts 
to fathom modern political medi- 
tations of an accused would be 
es futile and mischievous as the 
efforts in infamous heresy trials 
of old to fathom religious beliefs 
. It is true that in England 
of olden times men were tried 
for treason for mental indiscre- 
tions such as imagining the death 
of the king. But our Constitu- 
tion was intended to end such 
prosecutions. 

“Only in the darkest periods 
of human history has any West- 
ern government concerned itself 
with mere belief, however eccen- 
trie or mischievous, when it has 
not matured into overt action; 
and if that practice survives any- 
where, it is in the Communist 
countries whose philosophies we 
loathe.” 

Those are words all Americans 
should consider with great ear- 
nestness.

Coach Shot to Death 


BATON ROUGE, La., March 5 
(INS)—Ben Ennis, recently dis- 
missed football end coach at 
Louisiarm State University, was 
found shot to death in his car 
today near Baton Rouge. 

Coroner Philip Polito said the 
gunshot wounds were “self- 
inflicted.” 

Ennis was one of three assis- 
tant football coaches fired with- 
out public explanation several 
wteks ago.

Ennis, who was about 49, at- 
tended the University of Ala- 
bama, later coached there, then 
later coached at V.M.I. and Idaho. 

He is survived by his wife and 
two children.

Operations 

Sales in 1952 were approximately 2% below record level of 1951 
due to adverse affect in early months of 1952 of the decreased 
activity of a number of industries served by the Company and to 
the affect of the steel strike. Income for 1952 before Federal 
income and excess profits taxes decreased due to the decline in 
sales and to continued increase in hourly wage rates and to 
higher freight rates and other costs. The reduction in income 
was largely offset by substantially lower Federal income and 
excess profits taxes due mainly to the fact that all of the decrease 
in income came out of the highest bracket, taxed at over 80%. 


Net income for 1952, which included profit after capital gains 


taxes on sales of marketable securities of approximately 16 cents 
per share, was about 1% below the 1951 figure. 


Construction 


Substantial progress was made on the Company s construction 
program during 1952 but completion of several majer projects 
was delayed due to inability ta obtain scarce alloy steels and 
other critical materials. With the easing of material shortages, 


it is now expected that these dee will be completed in the 
near future. 


Gross additions to the property account in 1952 aggregated 
$87,643,000 or nearly twice the 195] additions. Property re- 
tirements in 1052 were $10,495,000. About 80% of the con- 
struction expenditures during the year were for expansion and 
new projects, the highest ratio in many years; substantial addi- 
tional expenditures on new developments are anticipated.

An extension to a product application and tech- 
nical service laboratory was completed and placed in service at 
Edgewater, N. J., and additional laboratory facilities were 
acquired near Philadelphia, Pa. for conducting the research and 
pilot plant work formerly performed at a Philadelphia plant. 


The Company is proceeding with commercialization of a num- 
ber of new processes and products based on work of research 
staffs. Additional developments are reaching pilot plant stage 
and it is expected that operating results in future years will show 
increasing benefits from the expanded research program. 


Investments and Securities 

During 1952 the Company sold some marketable securities; 
at the end of the year, items in the Marketable Securities ac- 
count, representing all items owned by the Company which are 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange, had a book value of 
$20,554,698. Quoted market value at end of year was $60,870,202.

WEST REICH CALLS 
ON FREE WORLD TO 
* AID RED REFUGEES 


BONN, March 5 (AP)—The 
West German government ap- 
pealed to the free world yester- 
day to help East German refugees 
fleeing Communist terror. 


Three thousand more bedrag- 
gled Germans crossed the Rus- 
sian frontier during a steady rain 
yesterday and asked for asylum 
in West Berlin. More than 70,000 
have arrived since Jan. 1, swamp- 
ing facilities to care for them. 

With only the handful of Com- 
munist deputies opposing, the 
Bundestag (lower house of Par- 
liament) adopted a resolution 
saying: 

“The shocking flight of refu- 
gees from the Russian.zone is a 
part of the cold war against free- 
dom. This is no longer a German 
problem. Its solution is the com- 
mon task of all free peoples of 
Europe and the world.” 

The House adopted legislation 
empowering the federal and West 
German state governments to 
requisition vacant buildings and 
land to provide housing for the 
refugees.

She conceals neither her ex- 
citemerit nor sense of triumph 
when, for example, she says, “I 
like to think President Eisenhow- 
er chose me because I was up to 
the job. The President has laid 
on me a great responsibility and 
challenge. And in doing it he 
is fulfilling his campaign promise 
to women everywhere.” 

There are few Americans who, 
in the last 20 years or so, haven't 
heard of Clare Boothe Luce — 
politician and playwright; globe 
trotter and glamour girl, writer 
and speaker, easily the most deco- 
rative figure ever to sit as an 
elected representative in the halls 
of Congress. 

But she started the hard way. 
She was born poor and educated 
on cut-rate books. Her mother 


was a pretty ex-musical star and 


her father a good-looking itiner- 
ant violinist. Clare, herself, was 
a petite pale-haired child with 
large wistful eyes. 

Wherever the Boothe family 
went, they were short on money 
and long on looks. The family 
traveled with a symphony orches- 
tra for which Boothe played first 
violin, and there was never time 
for enrolling Clare or her older 
brother in school. 

„I can still hear father say, 
“Here, baby-doll, sit down and 
read and don’t make a noise.” I 
sat down and read and didn't 
make a noise,” Mrs. Luce recalls. 
“Which maybe explains all the 
talking I do now.“ 

But those itinerant, uncertain 
days have changed radically. Mrs. 
Luce was interviewed sitting in 
the study of the plush Manhattan 
duplex she shares with her hus- 
band, two dogs, three secretaries, 
several typewriters and à lan- 
guage machine that is re-teaching 
her Italian. 

A lamp cast a dim glow on her 
hair, and a miniature French 
poodle named “Donnie” wrestled 
with his miniature French son 
in her lap. 

“I have no family, you know,” 
she said softly. “So there will be 
no difficulties that way in accept- 
ing this assignment. I had a won- 
derful mother, a brother and a 
very sweet daughter, but they 
were all killed in accidents. Very 
suddenly. Two years apart, each 
one.” 

As for her husband (Henry 
Luce, editor-in-chief of Time 
Life and Fortune magazines) —“I 
expect, she said, “that he will 
spend a great deal of time now in 
Rome. With air travel, it’s such 
an easy trip. And when the jets 
come along, it will mean only a 
weekend away from his work to 
visit me.” 


x X * 


RS. LUCE looks little more 
than half her age, though she 
will be 50 next month. But 
her fragile appearance can be de- 
ceptive. When she goes to Rome 
in the spring, the Italians will 
meet a veteran of a half-dozen 
careers and countless crusades. 

They will meet a man’s woman, 
gallantly honored by Maurice 
Chevalier in his heyday as the 
most fascinating woman in the 
world.” 

They will meet also a woman's 
woman, who has fought for politi- 
cal rights for her sex—a fight 
that began in that rickety mono- 
plane and continued in Congress 
where her exasperated theory 
was: 

“Must women continue to ma- 
nipulate history from behind the 
scenes? Are they doomed to use 
the ballroomas their laboratory?” 

For Mrs. Luce the ambassa- 

dorial appointment climaxes the 
fight. 
“When my baby was born,” she 
remembers, “I called in a woman 
doctor. This was a rather shat- 
tering decision in those days, 28 
years ago, because women doctors 
were just not accepted.” 

‘Her position as Ambassador to 
Italy may be looked on with simi- 
lar suspicion in some quarters. 
But it should establish the kind 
of precedent she has long de- 
lighted in establishing, and she 
believes it must certainly stimu- 
late other women — not only 
American but Italian women. She 
explained:

nitely in the coming-up stage. 
There are several in the Italian 
Senate, and 15 in the Chamber of 
Deputies. These posts aren’t com- 
parable in importance to those

ress. It's been a fast switch. Sev- 
eral years ago I remember argu- 
ing quite heatedly with men in 
the Italian Government of the 
need to give women the vote.” 
Mrs. Luce has argued heatedly 
all her life — angelic face and 
delicate figure and gentle voice 
to the contrary. She has a skill 
which she can turn words into 
bright, polished ärrows that have 
punctured many an inflated ego. 
She called Henry Wallace's 
speeches “globaloney,” in her 
first speech in Cohgress: and 
when she thought the Adminis- 
tration was appeasing Russia, she 
called Communism “the opiate of 
the intellectuals . . . but no cure, 
except as a guillotine might be 
called a cure for a case of dan- 


Her skill in the world of words a 


stems from ay earlier period in 
her many-faceted career, when 
she wrote three Broadway hit 
plays: “The Women” (a scathing 
study of the idle rich who had 
revolted her during a brief, un- 
happy first marriage to socialite 
George Brokaw), “Kiss the Boys 
Goodbye” and “Margin for Error.” 

But her ideas — the scathing 
ones and the constructive ones— 
have become more potent in the 
last decade. 

She explains herself this way: 

“There is nothing in the world 
I'd rather be than a good writer. 
But I can’t indulge that ambition. 
Our generation is in a period of 
terrible crisis throughout the 
world. 

“That crisis is playing itself out 
in the field of politics. Anyone 
must want to use whatever talents 
he has to win out over the crisis 
for his side—and his side isn't the 
Republican party or America 
alone, but the principle of free- 
dom for the whole world. 

“So, though I’ve dreamed all 
my life of being a writer, I would 
still do my duty to the world, 
even if tomorrow morning I 
thought I could write the master- 
piece of the age and win the 
Nobel prize“! 
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HIS polished woman can still 
T remember—with a squint of 
distaste-—when she first read 
the Elsie Dinsmore 
standard literary fare for polite 
little girls years ago. She recalls: 
“I eas outraged and revolted 
by this weak Elsie Dinsmore char- 
acier—couldn’t understand why I 
had to be like her when men 
could be like Frank Merriwell. I 
think I buried that idea way in 
my subconscious and it came out 
when I was 17.” 

That was 1921, and she was re- 
turning from Europe on a liner?

Al- 
most with an “I have-proved-my- 
self” attitude, she quit the job the 
next year to return to writing. 

“The Women,” her first Broad- 
way hit and the first solid evi- 
dence of her knack with a literary 
razor, was che result., It opened 
in 1937. She followed it in the 
two succeeding years another pair 
of hits, “Kiss the Boys Goodbye” 
and Margin for Error.” 

Her marriage in 1935 to Luce 
went hand in hand with her stage 
successes. She became known not 
only as a writer, but as a skilled 
hostess. 


The coming of war to America 


brought a sobering change in 
Mrs. Luce. Her last play, “Margin 
for Error,” had warned against 
the dangers of totalitarian gov- 
ernments, but now she warned 
Americans verbally on 4 great 
many other things. 

Early in the spring of 1941, 
when Europe was the focal point, 
she said America would soon be 
fighting Japan, Three years be- 
fore Churchill recommended an 
Anglo-American military alliance, 
she suggested it. She urged the 
Republican party to be interna- 
tionalistic rather than isolationist. 

She became so vigorous that 
she was elected to Congress in 
1943 from Connecticut. 

Immediately, she was the pin-up 
girl in Congress; so pretty she 
wasn't always taken seriously un- 
less she talked loudly and often. 
She did. She also toured the 
fighting fronts, answered hun- 
dreds of letters a week from 
service men, and gave dozens of 
speeches, coast to coast. 

It was while she was making

She made 47 half-hour speeches 
to help secure his election, though 
she hates to speak publicly.

When he finally tossed the 
diamond seven on the table, only 
a blind man in South's position 
could have been in any doubt 
over what ailed his RHO, and 
South deserved very little credit 
for leading his singleton dia- 
mond to the ace and dropping 
East’s blank king. 

As the play went, East should 
have blanked his diamond king 
with an air of complete imper- 
turbability, and then South would 
have had quite a guess to make, 
whether to finesse for the dia- 
mond king or play for the squeeze 
on East. But South made the 
first mistake when he so need- 
lessly revealed his distribution. 
If he had not touched the club 
suit until he had run off every 
trump, East’s problem would 
have been far more difficult.
